" I iiave sent rations all along the sea 
coast and by pack trains into the in- 
tx rior, using every effort to scatter the 
rations about in such m anner as to en­ 
able the people deairing to return to 
Ibeit^grm * in the interior to do so, w ith 
a m i n a b l e assurant _ th at they can 
obtain food w hile w aiting the develop* 
m eat of their first crop.

is as clean aud healthy as any tow n of 
it* si ie (dong the American seacoast, 
south of Fortress Monroe. 
Excellent 
I order prevails; there has not been a 
mu rd *r in the city since our occupancy. ”

Dr. l a G arde, at the ribbony hospital, 
the services of the Red Cross nurses and 
he said he had nurses enough, hut he 
lacked cot >. 
In 
no instance wa* I 
treated w ith anything b at the most ex­ 
trem e courtesy. 
Our relations w ith the 
medical officers of the arm y w ere moet 
cordial. 
There was never any clash. 
W e worked w ith th# approval of the 
arm y offi^-rs and we did w hat we could 
to supplem ent Ow w ork of the arm y 
nurses."

Dr. Lcs'-er said the wounded wore 
prom ptly and sclent:Rally attended to 
and that the surgeons generally acted 
splendidly. None of the fever cases was 
w ithout shelter, 
Titos# of th# sick who t 
slept in the open air were not suffering 
f r ni fever and tin* night air was good 
for them . 
Th# wounded wore treated 
in tents and the sick in regular hospital 
buildings.

" Af f:ir as I know ," said Dr. Lesser, 
"none of the sil k at Biboney suffered 
fr< .iii lack of medicine.

scarcity of food for th# sick. I believe. 
There sms no supplies of sick food, ex­

"Y ou an* not asked to criticise." 
“ I cannot tell if the supply w as suffi­ 
cient or not w ithout criticising those

were then*, but I m ight not venture an 
Opinion as to the .sufficiency of th*’ sup­ 
ply. 
I believe that not one death oc­ 
curred on the Concho, but was caused 
by the cad en t himself or by the mis­ 
taken kindness of one of Ids friends. 
Then* were more deaths of yellow fever 
convalescents from over feeding than 
from the effects of the discase itself."
